Because of this lack of perfect correspondence, this study to determine 
what relations exist between the attitudes and personality deviations in 
the parents and the speech adequacy of cerebral palsied children was 
conducted. Forty-one families having a cerebral palsied child were 
selected at random through the cooperation of the Colorado Society of 
Cerebral Palsy.
